Was Arrested Wltn His Pal Jas. Franklin 


for Attempting to Rob Horr Bros. 


There Was Not Enough Evidence to Con. 


•vlat Him on tbe Charge of Burglary 


and He Was Indicted for Having 


Burglars Tools In His Possession 


—Plead Guilty and Got 
a 


Three Years Sentence.

An investigation of the records at 


the court house shows that James Bur- 
ton, alias James Emmett, accused of 
murdering an Indianapolis fireman, 
was sent up from this county to serve 
a three years' sentence for having burg- 
lars' tools in his possession. 


Burton was arrested in this city in 


the fall of 1893, together with his pal, 
James Franklin, alias James Onllens. 
They were run in on suspicion of 
knowing something of a robbery which 
had been committed at the Horr Bros, 
feed store. 
The evidence against them 


on this charge was slim, and aa they 
were known as desperate crooks they 
were indicted for having 
burglars' 


tools in their possession. 
Tbe indict 


meut was returned at the January term 
of court, 1894. 
When arraigned, both 


men pleaded not guilty and Duncan 
Livingtsone was assigned to defend 
them. 
When the date for their trial 


came around they witdrew this plea 
and entered a plea of guilty January 
22d, 
1894. 
They were sentenced to 


three and one-half years each in tha 
penitentiary and taken to Columbus, 
Saturady, January 27fch. 
By good be- 


havior they made up considerable time 
and were released iu August, 1896, 
haivng served two years and Haven 
months. 


The crime for which Burton is .now 


wanted was committed in Indianapolis, 
January 22d, 1896. 
Of the murder, 


the Enquirer gives the following ac- 
oonnt: 


"Early in the evening of the 22d of 


Jannnary last, Job Eldridge, running 
a second-hand funrnitnre 
store 
or 


Massachusetts avenue, was assaulted 
by three men, but although beaten 
down and badly injured, the old man 
made such desperate resistance, and his 
ortos for help were so Inaty, that the 
robbers were compelled to seek safety 
in flight. They scattered 
as 
they 


reached the door, and one of them ran 
diagonally across the avenue toward a 
convenient alley. Eldridge's cries and 
the shouts of pursuers aroused the at- 
tention of the firemen stationed in one 
of the department houses close by, and 
they ran out in a group as the stranger 
was crossing the street. 
Frank Red- 


mond, one of the most popular firemen 
in the Qity; because ot his courage and 
all around good qualitiec, made 
an 


effort to head off the fellow and was 
shot dead in his tracks, the bullet strik- 
ing him between the eyes. 
This shot 


deterrea his fellow firemen from pur- 
suit, and the murderer essoaped. 
The 


next day the police arrested 
Carl 


Harvey, an ex-conivot of the Columbus 
(Ohio) prison and Edward Phillips, a 
flour and feed merchant, for whom 
Harvey worked, and whose establish- 
ment was close to the Eldridge place, 
and it was not long until Superin- 
tendent Colbert knew to a certainty 
that Harvey and Phillips were ac- 
complices in the murderous affair and 
that they had spirited fche murderer 
away to Greenwood, ten miles distant, 
where he caught a train for Louisville, 
Ky. 


Clew after clew to the fugitive was 


followed until it was practically- dem- 
onstrated that the murderer was evi- 
dently a fellow prisoner with Harvey 
in the Columbus prison, and that 
Harvey had brought him here to work 
the Eldridge job. Investigation devel- 
oped that James Burton, alias James 
Emmett, was the man wanted, and it 
was found that he and James FrankUn, 
alias Collins, had been convicted oi 
burglary at Portsmouth, Ohio, and had 
served time in the Columbus pen, being 
released in Augnst last. 


"After the murder 
Barton 
was 


traced to Louisville, Ky., where the 
trail was broken. 
Some days ago the 


police superintendent and Chief De 
tective Splann received an anonymous 
tip that probably the man wanted was 
at Nashville, Tenn., and a circular 
giving a full description of him under 
the Bertillon system was forwarded to 
the. police superintendent of Nashville 
who advised Superintendent Colbert to 
come immediately to that city." 


Burton was found in the Tennessei 


penitentiary under the name of Jame: 
Hennessy. 
He confessed his identity 


and admitted tha murder. 
An effort i 


being made to have him 
pardoned 


by Gov. Taylor and taken back to In 
dianapolis for trial.

Their subscriptions amounted to §3,-

For special supervision of building, 


watchman, cleaning house and range 
for kitchen, $251.25; cost of laying 
corner-stone, §15 50, which makes the 
entire amount expended 
§6,113.47. 


There still remains one bill of §3.00, 
due for unfinished work. 


We have receipts from our treasurer 


for §3,740.15 collected by the commit- 
tee, and orders for §67.37, making a 
total of $3,807.52. 
We have used out 


of the original fund we had on hand 
$2,805.95. 


The building committee is especially 


indebted to Mr. Alger for his very care- 
ful 
supervision of the work, and we 


think the board of managers are to be 
congratulated upon their 
successful 


completion of this beautiful home, 
and that it is entirely paid for, bat we 
must remember there is work to do, 
and that we must all do our part to 
continue the success of this noble char- 
ity.

There is a fight on between 
Major Charles W. F. Dick and Hon 
Charles L. Kurtz for the executive 
chairmanship which threatens to open 
some old political sores, but efforts an 
being made to prevent the matter go 
'ing quite so far.

hea'd of the ticket is allowed to dictat 
the ohsUrman, but the circumstance 
are considered extraordinary at this 
time, and ordinary usage is not looked 
upon as tihe proper thing. If the old 
rut -were to be followed Governor 
Bushnell, -who will be renominated by

The following that President McKin- 
ey and Secretary Sherman hate al- 
ways had in Ohio conventions are 
working aggressively for Dick and the 
administration is freely quoted as fa- 
roring Dick.

ous care. He does not consider Mr. 
Kurtz disinterested enough to do that, 
in view of the fact that Mr. Kurtz has 
tad the senatorial bee in his own bon- 
net, and Mr. Dick is looked 'upon by 
the junior senator as the proper person 
to conduct t(he campaign. 


Mr. Dick confidently claims he has

took up the fight for the campaign 
chairmanship. 


Governor Bushnell said it had al- 


ways been the custom for tihe candi- 
date for governor to name the chair- 
man and that he would insist on the 
continuance of Chairman Kurtz, who 
liad made an excellent record in the 
last two campaigns. The governor 
would not confirm the reports that he 
would decline the nomination if Ma- 
jor Dick or any other man was selected 
to manage the campaign instead of 
Chairman Kurtz.

but he was emphatic in expressing his 
regret that this trouble in the party 
organization had been brought about. 
The governor said Chairman Kurtz 
would work as hard for the election of 
members of the legislature as for the 
state ticket and that the charges were 
so unjust that Chairman Kurtz should 
now be vindicated. While the mana- 
gers for Dick were claiming 17 out of 
the 21 congressional districts for com- 
miUeeman, Mr. Kurtz was working 
with

claiming an even fight. 


Kurtz claimed that when ttie state 


central committee recently met in Co- 
lumbus to llx the time and place for 
this convention that Senator Hanna 
sent Major Dick there as bis represen- 
tative and that it was tben agreed that 
Kurtz should continue as chairman. 
Since then there has been a change of 
plans that has been kejit secret from 
the governor, the chairman and others. 
The Kurtz men claim no one know
